The German emp eror is generally re­ 
garded as the inventor of the turned- 
up mustache.

about 1625. That monarch was the first 
to wear his mustache turned up ward. 
From the Sp anish court the fashion 
sp read over all Europ e. 
Charles I. of 
England, Philip ’s brother-in-law, nnd 
many members of the Austrian Ilap s- 
burgs adop ted it. 
It came to Belgium 
and was introduced into Germany by 
the Sp anish 
soldiers 
daring the 30 
years’ war. 
It was also found in Sweden, as well 
as in France under Louis X III. Under 
Louis XIV. the beard went out of fash­ 
ion, and during the time of Rococo the 
J elegant world knew only clean shaven 
faces, 
until 
the 
French 
revolution 
brought the mustache again into use. 
Rut nowhere, excep t in its Sp anish 
home, did the mustache rise so ex­ 
travagantly as it does to-day with the 
German emp eror and his imitators. 
In Sp ain all kinds of artificial means, 
such as bandages and coverings, were 
emp loyed to comp el the mustache to 
keep this unnatural up ward p osition, 
and in looking a t the p aintings of Vel­ 
asquez or Murillo, one can easily under­ 
stand that without such coercive mea­ 
sures a true 
full blooded 
Sp aniard 
could never have realized his ideal 
mustaches. 


In an autobiograp hical book Just p ub­ 
lished by Rev. A. J. Church the anther 
states that he has in Ids lifetime ie- 
viewed 40,(XX) books.

it 
E qu a ls or_exq'Oils the aggregate of ra il­ 
w ay traffic. 
The condition of the pu b­ 
lic roads affects the m ark et conditions, 
and throu gh th‘*se it roaches every citi­ 
zen. 
Bad roads interfere 
w ith 
the 
regu lar distribu tion of food produ cts, 
resu lting in an erratic and inconstant 
su pply for a fixed and regu lar demand. 
The resu lt is that some of the con­ 
su m ers m u st go w ithou t certain a r ti­ 
cles for the time being, while others 
are forced to pay higher prices there­ 
for. 
The 
fa nne r 
in the m eantim e 
su ffers loss from his Inability to reach 
the m a rk e t with w hat he lias to sell. 
T he cost of delivering produ cts over 
bad roads is two or three tim es gre a t­ 
er than perform ing tlie sam e service 
over good roads. 
T he 
general 
im ­ 
provem ent of the highw ays of the cou n­ 
try Is vastly m ore Im portant to the 
people as a whole than the bu ilding 
of the P anam a Canal, the improvem ent 
of the Inland w aterw ays, the Irrigation 
of the semi-arid lands, or the bu ilding 
of the Lak es-to-the-Gu lf w aterw ay.

T he equ itable, rational and practic­ 
able plan for highway im provem ent In 
America is of recent birth.

to circle the globe at the equ ator, and 
has done this principally by bond is­ 
su es, spreading the cost over a series 
of years. 
While it does not have State 
aid, the law perm its in taxing for hard 
roads, the inclu ding of cities 
u p 
to 
thirty thou sand popu lation. 
Bonds are 
issu ed In Indiana at the ra te of from 
one to two millions of dollars per year. 
W ithin the last few years 3."» per cent 
of all highw ays have thu s 
been 
im­ 
proved, ns against a little over 8 per 
cent for Illinois. 
At the last session of the Legislatu re 
in Illinois a law w as passed perm itting 
townships and road d istricts to Issu e 
ten-year bonds, draw ing not exceeding 
5 per cent inte re st for bu ilding hard 
roads. 
This Is the first practical step 
in Illinois tow ard perm anently solving 
the road-bu ilding problem. 
Michigan has a pecu liar law w here­ 
by the State pays a rew ard or bonu s, 
ranging from $250 u p to $1,000 a mile 
for good roads bu ilt, the am ou nt being 
graded according to the class of the 
road; a m acadam road being regarded 
as the best, draw s the highest amou nt.

The qu estion, “W hat 
Is 
a 
good 
road?” will be answered by d fferent 
individu als In the light of their experi­ 
ence. 
The woman in A rk ansas who 
had been driving laboriou sly along a 
mu ddy bottomland road, said to her 
companion, u pon reaching a stretch of 
cordu roy road and beginning t<> bu mp 
over the logs composing it, “Gee, bu t 
it’s nice to get on a piece of good road.

au thorities decide to bu ild, 
and

In favor so rapidly and the dem and 
for roads w as so great that the appro­ 
priation was dou bled, redou bled 
and 
still increased u ntil

The 
f.ght which at first w as against any 
S tate appropriation, soon changed to 
a dem and for Increased appropriations 
for road bu ilding. 
C onnecticu t and M assachu setts fol­ 
lowed the h*ad of New Jersey, the for­ 
m er paying tw o-thirds and the latter 
three-qu arters of the cost. 
Then came 
New York w ith the lllgble-A rm strong 
State Aid Law, u nder which an appro­ 
priation of $50,000 w as m ade to begin 
the campaign. 
Althou gh at first It w as 
bitterly opposed, It soon became popu ­ 
lar and the appropriation w as dou bled 
and qu adru pled. 
The farm ers who at 
first opposed the scheme soon became

Pennsylvania began w ith an appro­ 
priation of $150,000 for State aid, and 
in three years it appropriated $6,000,- 
000 for tha t pu rpose. 
Indiana has bu ilt the largest nam- 
her of miles of hard 
roads of 
any 
gt&ts in the U nion; enou gh. In fact. 


it more than lik ely fails when it is 
most needed. 
Practically speak ing, a good road— 
one good every day in the year 
Is a 
road su rfaced w ith m acadam or gravel. 
These are tlie only m aterials tha t are 
cheap enou gh to be generally u sed. 
A 
m acadam road is u su ally more exjvu i- 
sive than one m ade of gravel, bu t it is 
correspondingly better. 
The cru shed 
rock Is more u niform, the road made 
of It requ ires less repairing, it sheds 
w ater better and lasts longer. 
T he m ateria! of which a road shou ld 
be bu ilt depends largely u pon the cost 
and accessibility of m aterials. 
In a 
general discu ssion of the su bject of 
good roads, stone or gravel roads a re 
meant 
u nless 
otherw ise 
specified. 
While earth roads 
carefu lly drained 
and properly dragged afte r rains can 
be k ept in good condition mu ch of the 
time, su ch highw ays cannot be rega rd ­ 
ed ns good roads, ns they periodically 
tail. 


O pposition to Good Itoad*. 
T here Is no fu nction of pu blic adm in­ 
istration tha t has been so u nw orthily 
performed ns tha t relating to the c:u e 
of the highways. 
There

enou gh money squ andered u pon high­ 
w ays in the last centu ry to pay off the 
national debt, and probably the deb-.g 
of many of the States as well.

bu ilding has begu n. 
W hen the roads w ere bu ilt and the 
citizens had had the experience

u sing them and paying for them, In 
every case the tpntlm ec; has changed 


and the people have begu n clamoring

rities.

more with these conditions or is a 
greater handicap to mental, moral and 
spiritu al development than bad roads 
and the conditions imposed by them tc 
a large p art of the commu nity, which 
m ak e a t times the chu rch, the lectu re 
platform , social life and Intercou rse 
with friends and neighbors practically 
impossible. 
No one will drive to town 
throu gh mu d hu b deep or oxer ru ts 
tha t m ay tak e a wheel off u nless he Is 
obliged to do so. 
It Is a trip to be 
dreaded. 
W ith good roads all these 
desirable accessories 
to 
development 
are available, and life tak es on u new 
meaning. 
Every thou ghtfu l person, who has 
given the su bject consideration, agrees 
tha t the greatest need of ou r cou ntry 
to-day is good roads. 
T he progress hat 
has been m ade u p to d a te has been 
very slow. 
In the last one hu ndred 
and fifty years less than 8 per cent of 
the road mileage has been perm anent­ 
ly Improved; a t tha t ra te it wou ld tak e 
2,000 to 3,000 years to complete the 
work . 
A new day, however, Is daw n­ 
ing ; a better way has been fou nd and 
lit teen States are already well on the 
w ay to better conditions. 
The Middle 
W est is now w ak ing u p and consider­ 
ing the same plan tha t has proven so 
su ccessfu l in tlie E astern S tates; that 
Is, Instead of 
taxing farm property 
alone for the bu ilding of roads, to tax 
all the property of the State. 
This 
m ak es the bu rden mu ch lighter. More 
money can be raised and more roads 
can he bu ilt w ith little or no Increase 
in taxation on farm property. 
The 
farm ers of Illinois, for instance, repre­ 
sent less than one-third of the proper­ 
ty of the S ta te ; practically two-thirds 
have been escaping the bu rden of high­ 
w ay improvement. 
W hat is needed In Illinois and all 
the W estern States is a State aid law, 
sim ilar to that of New York , Pennsyl­ 
vania, New Jersey and a dozen other 
States to the east of u s. State aid does 
not m ean the forcing of any commu ­ 
nity to bu ild roads, nor does it lessen 
in any degree the local control over tlie 
highways. 
If a tow nship decides to 
improve the State m u st pay a portion 
of the expense. 
By the State aid pi an 
as adopted In most of the States, it is 
practicable to bu ild a system of roads, 
fifteen to twenty m iles at one time, in 
a township and spread the payments 
over a series of years. 
This gives a 
com m u nity the u se of the roads and 
lessens tlie cost of constru ction from 
15 to 20 per cent by bu ilding a large 
mileage, Insu res b etter work and the 
constru ction Is done u nder expert su 
pervision. 
It is entirely feasible and 
practical u nder this plan to bu ild per­ 
m anent roads in the Mississippi Val- 
ley at an expense of from 10 to 2(J 
cents per acre per year on farm prop­ 
erty.— II. II. Gross, special agent, De­ 
partm ent of Agricu ltu re. 
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David N, Long, of Waynesboro, Pa., 
lias patented a plan for n roadway, 
consisting of paving block s set a t an 
angle in the wheel track s, so as to form 
projections to engage the wheels and 
draw tlmm on to the track s. 
From 
time to time these block s tire re-en­ 
forced by others of a pecu liar shape to 
hold them in place.

bu t o n mo ist and sterile leav es in fro m 
two to fo u r day s. 
Wh en Intro du ced 
into a 5 per cent to bacco infu sio n (10 
grammes o f leav es to 200 grammes o f 
w ater), h o wev er, th ey retained th eir 
v itality u p to th irty -th ree day s; bu t in 
a mo re 
co ncentrated 
infu sio n 
(o ne 
gramme o f leav es to two grammes o f 
w ater th ey su ccu mbed in twenty -fo u r 
h o u rs.

to bacco smo ke 
th ey were destro y ed, bo th in bro th cu l­ 
tu res as well as In sterilized and u n- 
ete r ilized saliv a, tn fiv e minu tes.----------

ex ample, o u t o f

precau tio ns were co nsidered necessary .

8 a m atter of fact, a little slang Is an ex­ 
cellent tiling, but in the present era of 


slang more than the sm allest quantity Is a 
great deal too much. The English language 
may fairly be said to be the most plctur- 
esque and most expressive In the world, 
and It does not need the verbiage of the 
slum, or even the catch words and catch phrases of the 
street, to add to its vigor and variety. 
As a rule, the 
use of slang is indicative more of paucity of thought 
and Idea than of a susceptibility to the humorous and 
the graphic.

on,” or any one of a hundred other things, we certainly 
reveal our tendency to move with the tide of the hour, 
but at the same time we clearly show that we are more

original. 
We^sp?rr£ slang frequently 
through sheer laziness. 
It w as the last word in the 
mouth of a companion, and it becomes the next word 
in ours. 
It is echoed by the speaker, by the teacher, 
by the lecturer, by the writer, but with rare exceptions 
it never becomes anything but slang.
